A TRUE SNAKE STORY. 


Eighteen Reptiles Found In a Bank at 


Corinth Street. 


Clayton M. Ottman is having a house 


built on Corinth street and Whitney Bros, 
men are now at work preparing the foun- 
dation. Saturday when the thermometer 
was very low the men applied themselves 
with considerable vigor to help their chil- 
ling blood a little faster through their 
veins. Picks rose and fell with a rapidity 
which would suggest to an onlooker that 
.t might be economy to have one's work 
done in winter. Suddenly a part of the 
bank gave way and there before the men 
was a sight which made some of them 
shudder and be reflective and some of 
them doubt their sense. The bank face, 
was swarming with snakes and a little eft 
eaped around among them, all of them 
very much alive and seemingly very un- 
comfortable in the cold. 


The snakes kept up a kaleidoscopic 


scene for there were reptiles in green, 
reptiles in red and reptiles in black, all 
squirming, twisting, crawing and hissing. 
[n a few minutes it was settled in the 
men's mind that the snakes were a reality 
and not a vision and then how to dispose 
of them was the foremost question. Some 
of them were long fellows, measuring at 
least thirtj' inches and a number of them 
were short, not over a foot in length. It 
was soon observed that the cold had a 
quieting effect upon them and they were 
all thrown up on the surface of the 
ground. In a short time they succumbed 
to the low temperature and froze as stiff 
as ropes on a vessel's deck in the Arctic 
seas.

The no-license inass meeting held last 


night in Columbia opera house was very 
poorly attended, yet interesting. When 
the meeting opened there were upon the 
stage J. Af. Catiedy, George W. Chase 
John Larkin, James Mitchell, Dr. H. J. 
Millard, W. G. Cady, John Ryan and Rev 
F. D. Penney. Later Rev. A. B. Church 
took a seat on the platform. The meeting 
was opened by Rev. F. D. Penney, who 
explained the work of the no-license move- 
ment and Dr. H. J. Millard was chosen 
chairman. The doctor made some re 
marks and got reminiscent. He consid- 
ered the comparative prominence of North 
Adams and said it would be just whatever 
kind of city we want it to be. The doctor 
talked about our mayor and told interest- 
ing things about his early life. He said 
inclosing that it we wanted to get on a 
higher plane financially, morally and 
physically we should vote no. By this 
time Dr. John Bascom of Williams college 
bad arrived and he was introduced as the 
principal speaker of the evening. Dr. 
Bascom beginning hoped the audience 
made up in weight what it wanted in 
numbers. He would presume so and con- 
tinued. When we reflect how few nations 
on the earth, as far as towns and cities are 
concerned, gather to 
reflect on pub- 


lic questions 
and 
how 
when they 


do 
that 
they 
consider 
such 


important social and moral questions as 
this one under consideration, it befits us 
to come to our consideration with earn- 
est and careful sense. Free institutions 
are for strong minds. When a free peo1 
pie are not able to govern themselves 
properly that government is the worst 
government. 
He urged no-license for 


three years. 


The first consideration for North Adams 


voting no is on its influence on adjoin- 
ing towns. North Adams is a fortunate 
town. It is a good market. You arc on 
good terms with yotir neighbors. The 
area from which it draws extends into 
three states and over that area it is a 
dominant power. It should be for the 
best good of this territory and it is not, 
at least in one particular. You carry dis- 
turbance into many of the homes in this 
area. Most of the people coming to your 
markets pass no licensed saloons on their 
way, and many of these men returning 
leave this town much the worse for hav- 
ing been here, intoxicated and taking only 
a small fraction of the good they should 
take from here. One argument in favor 
of license for Wjlliamstowu was that the 
town might as well have the $2000 for li- 
cerse as let its people go to North Adams 
and get drunk. Many mothers and wives 
in the area mentioned dread the visits to 
North Adams. Pittsfield'a conscience is 
awakening in this matter. It is hoped 
North Adams will wake up to it, too. I 
am glad to see North Adams growing in 
prosperity, but it should look to the pros- 
perity of those depending on it. The doc- 
tor cited a lamentable ease in a Vermont 
town caused by whiskey bought in North 
Adams and said it is time every citizen of 
North Adams shakes from himself such 
responsibility as that. He asked, coming 
from an adjoining town not to undo what 
they, in the other town are trying to do. 


He urged no-license upon the town for 


its own prosperity. You can't thrive as 
you would thrive if you continue in the 
present policy. The ten, twenty or thirty 
thousand dollars you get from license will 
prove a corrupting influence instead of a 
helping one. In Williamstowu our li- 
cense money comes from the working 
men. It does here too and you can't rob 
the working men all the time without 
disaster. They not only lose the money 
spent ior liquor, but are weakened iii 
their productive power as Sampson's 
strength slipped away from him when his 
locks were shaven. It isn't only the time 
a man loses in a spree, but when he re- 
turns to his work he is not himself. He 
also loses the productive spirit. 
His 


economic force to save up his strength for 
tbe future, passes away from him. A 
man then is not only a loser in what he 
does earn and spend but also in his pro- 
ductive power. Is it not plain then that 
when the man himself cannot thrive and 
his household is being destroyed that the 
city which harbors him is declining. For 
the few thousand dollars you get in your 
license you ere mortgaging tbe future. 


One other reason for urging no is that 


without it there cannot be among you the 
virtue, growth, that largeness and increase 
in life that ought to come to North 
Adams as a thrifty and prosperous com- 
munity. 
None of you have a thought 


other than that this cily's prosperity 
should be assurred, that this city should 
stand among the few who have gained 
distinction in that. Here let it be said our« 
free institutions have not given us cities 
to the measure we might obtained. While 
there are men who have grown Tich there 
arj-many who have grown very poor. 


ile we hav> grown to a very high point 


in civiliza.jon there stands a correspond- 
ingly low level, 
in one year there were

10,000 
murders.

You 
can't get that in North Adams unless in 
no-license. 


You know what a tug of war is. 
We 


are all engaged in a tug of life in which 
we are struggling for purity and prosper- 
ity on one side and on the other vice and 
poverty. It is a struggle between the 
kingdom of evil and the kindom of God. 
The devil would put on one side the man 
who tells and as his foot brace the o:vil 
Itw. Behind it a thug of a barrel of beer. 
Then he'd say I'd like to sea em, and so 
ihouldl. Thenejtt man would be toe 


man of appetite and passion with a foot 
brace of personal liberty. Often a good 
sort of man, but not a man ever watchful 
for himself 01 society. This man braces 
against tho welfare of the community 
His is not harmonized liberty, not the lib- 
erty of God, but the liberty to do as be 
d 
ed pleases. He is thick in the leg 


—thick in the chest and thick in the 
head. The third man is the man of pov- 
erty, whose foot.brace is "his case knows 
no law." The rope is around him, and 
sometimes it seems as if no man was 
there, but the devil had a rope around a 
pulley and a ton weight at the end of it. 
A dead weight, he is indeed. 
Let any 


man pnll against the misery or sin of tbe 
world and be will find it a very dead 
weight. The devil looks over his men and 
says very pleasantly, "Gentlemen I am 
ready, A glass of beer is the ideal thing 
for this last man. In its frame to him all 
the world's sunlight in gathered.

This paper bus held that license lor this 


town in its present condition is the wisest 
policy. But it has taken that ground only 
on the condition that the laws he strictly 
enforced and that the liquor men conduct 
their business in all ways properly and 
lawfully.

IN A NUT SHELL. 


Von ought to know tbe administration's 


proposed remedy for our financial illness. 
You do probably know that that illness 
comes of a constant drain on the govern- 
ment's gold reserve by those who have to 
pay foreign debts in gold and get that gold 
by presenting to the United States treasury 
I'nited States notes and treasury notes 
that call for gold and which the law does 
not allow to be canceled after the govern- 
ment has redeemed, but are sent out a gain 
only to return to draw more gold. 


If you laboriously read Secretary Car- 


lisle's report yon will go through long 
estimates and many figures, and finally 
come to this proposed remedy put in the 
following nut shell: 


"There is but one safa and effertnal 
way," the secretary says, "to protect our 
treasury against these (gold note) de- 
mands, and that is to retire and on ncel 
thf notes which constitute the only means 
through which the withdrawals ca.n be 
made. 
Many partial and temporary 
remedies may be suggested and urged, 
with more or less plausibility, but (bis is 
the only one that will certainly remove 
tbe real cause of our troubles and sive 
assurance of permanent protection against 
their recurrence in the future. 
"This can be most successfully and eco- 
nomically accomplished by authori/ing 
the secretary of the treasury to issue, 
from time to time, bonds payable in gold, 
bearing interest at a rate not, exceeding 
B per cent per annum, and having a long 
time to run, and to exchange the bonds 
for United States notes and treasury notes 
upon such terms as may be most advan- 
tageous to the government, or to sell 
them abroad for gold, whenever, in his 
judgment, it is advisable to do so, and nse 
tbe gold thus obtained in redeeming tbe 
outstanding notes. Under the operation 
of such a plan, if judiciously executed, 
there could be no improper contraction 
of the circulation, because, if it should at 
any time be found that other forms of 
currency were not being supplied to the 
extent required, exchanges of bonds lor 
notes would be suspended, 
and ^old 
would be secured by selling the securities 
abroad. 
"In order to further facilitate tbe sub- 
stitution of other currency for the retire- 
ment of legal tender notes, the national 
banks should be authorized to issue notes 
equal in amount to tbe face value of 
bonds deposited to secure them, and the 
tax on their circulation should be reduced 
to one-fonrtb of on© per cent per annum.

We owe an immense foreign debt. Our 
liabilities in this quarter are so great as, 
if held by any European nation, would, 
in times of business reaction that must 
certainly come now and then, shake its 
financial system to theObundations. We 
have fallen upon suchTi time when we 
cannot settle the interest payments on 
this debt by the sale of more indebtedness 
and it is the continued shipment of gold 
Instead of goods to meet current interest 
and import demands that excites what- 
ever of foreign alarm exists. Prices are 
not falling to the point where goods in- 
stead of gold will go out and where im- 
ports must decline relatively to exports. 
It is not a pleasant, but it is an essential 
process. To arrest it by more borrowings 
from Europe, is to postpone and magnny 
the trouble, not settle it. A currency vol- 
ume is in existence which measures on" a 
higher price level than can be maintained 
under the circumstances. It is important, 
therefore, that every dollar borrowed by 
tbe government shall be held ont of cir- 
culation and not used to meet current ex- 
penses. It IB important, then, to provide

AT ADAMS TODAY. 


How the New Mill will Affect the To-vn. 


As the great new Berkshire mill draws 


near completion, everybody begins to 
look more cheerful when they think ' of 
the many direct benefits it will give the 
town. The number of hands to be em- 
ployed is placed at 1000 and it is thought 
that there will be an increase of fully 
3000 in the population of Adams when the 
plant gets into working order. The class 
of people which the mill will draw will 
not bo of the best, although there is a cer- 
tain amount of work which will require 
skilled workers, who will become good 
citizens, as have many who were drawn 
here by the other mills. 
However, we 


are sure to receive many of that class so 
common to all the large mill towns, es- 
pecially those in which cotton goods are 
the principal output. That class includes 
largely the Polanders who, even now, 
have a large settlement here. Neverthe- 
less, with a large increase in population, 
business is sure to become better in all 
lines and the local merchants will be 
better able to cope with the larger stores 
in the neighboring cities, North Adams 
and Pittsficld, which now receive 
an 


immense amount of Adams patronage. 


It is expected there will be a great deal 


of building, especially of tenement houses, 
in the center of the town, where the ma- 
jority of these people will be obliged to 
live.

NEWS OF LINCOLN'S DEATH. 


An Illustration of the Improvement In 


the Means ot Communication. 


Writing upon the subject of "The Ro- 


mance of Our News Supply,"Mr. W. 
G. Fitzgerald tells a story about the 
death of President Lincoln which strik- 
ingly illustrates the improvement effect- 
ed in our means of comnranicatioii dur- 
ing the last 80 years. In those days 
there were no Atlantic cables working, 
and news of the shooting of the presi- 
dent and bis subsequent death had to 
come by steamer. All night after Wilkes 
Booth's fatal shot had been fired .Ren- 
ter's agent at Washington waited for 
the announcement of Lincoln's death, 
which was known to be imminent. 


The president passed away at 7 :30 the 


next morning at tbe very moment a 
great steamer was leaving for England. 
The energetic agent hired a fast tug and 
pursued the'departing steamer until he 
was near enough to east on her deck a 
tin canister containing the mournful 
tidings. This was tbe only intimation 
of Lincoln's death received in England 
by the mail.- It-was the custom in tha>e 
days for swift yachts to meet the in- 
coming Atlantic liners off the coast of 
Ireland. Tin cans of special construction 
were thrown overboard by the officers of 
the fiteamer and picked up by the yachts, 
after •which the messages were conveyed 
•with,all possible expedition to the near- 
est telegraph office.—London News.

Mr. Pullman niado an effort yesterday 


afternoon to locate the owner of tho card, 
but in this ho was unsuccessful. Ha dis- 
patched a confidential £iau to the placo 
of business specified on the card, but was 
told tbacthe person of the name it showed 
was absent, being an outside man, and 
seldom at tlie headquarters of the firm.

Like Dynamite. 


The dangerous character of the packages 


has been established without a doubt. A 
trial test of their contents was made, and 
this proved that the packages contained 
nn explosive in force akin to dynamite. 
The packages were about eight inches 
long with three-inch ends. They were 
wooden boxed, each containing a drawer. 
Matches were so arranged inside as to be 
ignited by tho friction with sandpaper, 
which was glue-; *o tho box above the 
drawer, when thi- ^tter was pulled out. 
The boxes were nv1' rovidcd with the ex- 
plosive, but in th» bottom was placed a 
piece of lead piji' jcvral inches long. 


The :iri'«st of A'oi,rt Rcaser was made

BIG STRIKE INAUGURATED. 


Employes ot Philadelphia Traction Company 


Tie Up Ihe Road. 


PHILADELPHIA, Deo. 17.—At 4 o'clock 


this morning the street car lines of this 
city weru tied up In a general strike. The 
conductors and motormen are waging war 
for an increase of wages, shorter bourn 
and tlie privilege of belonging to the 
Amalgamated Association of Street Rail- 
way Employes. 


IJiaiiitisfactlon has been growing for a 


long time, but reached a high pitch imme- 
diately after the recent consolidation of 
nil the local lines Into one company—tho 
Union Traction. 
Tho action was pre- 


cipitated by the numerous discharges 
from the company's service of men bo- 
longing to the Amalgamated association. 
Many conferences have been sought by 
the various committees representing the 
railway men, but all have been rejected 
by President Welsh and the company's 
board of directors. 


The demands of th* man in details aro 


these: 


First—That 10 consecutive hours shall 


constitute a day's work, for which the sum 
of $:-' shall be paid. 


Second—That all cars shall bo vestlbuled 


for the protection of motormen. 


Third—That sweepers, snow plows and 


trippers shall be considered us special 
work, and shall be subject to increased 


Fourth—That no employes shall be dis- 


charged for belonging to the amalgamated 
or any other organization, except for just 
cause. That all men discharged by reason 
of their affiliation with said organization 
tihall be immediately reinstated. 


In Close Quarters. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 17.—Tho World says: 


The withdrawal yesterday of $3,150,000 in 
sold for shipment today leaves tho treas' 
ury reserve at $72,804,700.
